PROPOSED RESOLUTION 

WHEREAS, many residential areas of Cook County are rapidly developing, as evidenced by the recent 
construction of many new property developments, condominium units and subdivisions throughout the 
County; and 

WHEREAS, under current state law, a grantor may transfer ownership of a new residential parcel to a 
grantee without providing a property index number (PIN) and in fact, many of these newly built or newly 
divided properties are sold prior to assignment of proper property Index numbers by the Cook County 
Assessor; and 

WHEREAS, the sale of parcels that have not yet been divided by the Cook County Assessor's Office 
leads to imprecise billing of individual property owners, which can result in overpayments, 
underpayments and penalties, creating confusion and frustration on the part of these new homeowners; 
and 

WHEREAS, the resulting confusion and frustration of these homeowners severely strains the resources 
of the Cook County Assessor’s Office and the Cook County Commissioners; and 
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WHEREAS. State Representatives Judy Envin. Jim Brosnahan. Sara Feigenholtz, Julie Hamos and the 
State Senator Christine Radogno have sponsored Flouse Bill 2392. a bill only affecting Cook County, 
which would require a grantor of property to provide the grantee with an individual permanent index 
number that specifically represents that parcel of property which that grantee has purchased; and 

WHEREAS, House Bill 2392 also provides that If the permanent index number does not represent the 
legal description of the property, the grantor may supply proof that he or she either filed an application for 
division of the property with the Cook County Assessor’s Office, recorded a plat of subdivision, or 
recorded a condominium declaration: and 

WHEREAS, a grantor’s failure to meet these requirements will not invalidate the transaction, but will 
render a grantor personally liable to grantee for any taxes and attorney's fees that may be incurred until 
the requirements are met. 

NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, that the Cook County Assessor’s Office and the Cook 
County Board of Commissioners support this legislation, recently passed unanimously by the House 
Judiciary 1 Committee: and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board of Commissioners does hereby urge the 
Illinois Slate Legislature to support this effort to facilitate the payment of accurate property taxes by 
residential property owners in Cook County; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that this text be spread upon the official proceedings of this Honorable 
Body, and a suitable copy of same be provided to the Illinois State Legislature.

PRESIDENT OF THE COOK COUNTY BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS 

WHEREAS, Mayor Harold Washington was bom in Chicago, Illinois on April 15, 1922 to Roy and 
Bertha Washington; and 

WHEREAS, Mayor Harold Washington was active in politics as a young man growing up on the South 
Side of Chicago, under the tutelage of his father, Attorney Roy Washington, who was a leader in the 
Third Ward; and 

WHEREAS, Mayor Harold Washington was drafted into the United States army in 1939, and served his 
country in World War II as a Soil Technician in the Guam Theater. He earned the rank of First Sergeant; 
and 

WHEREAS, Mayor Harold Washington had an unquenchable thirst for knowledge and a strong desire to 
become educated, so, he enrolled in Roosevelt University where he became the President of the Student 
Council in 1947, graduating 1949 and entering the Northwestern University School of Law where he 
earned his Jurist Doctor degree; and 

WHEREAS, Mayor Harold Washington, following the example set by his father, continued to be active in 
the Third Ward Regular Democratic Organization and the Third Ward Young Democrats. He began a 
lifetime of service to his city, state and country; and 

WHEREAS, Mayor Harold Washington served as an Assistant City Attorney from 1954 to 1958; a 
member of the Illinois House of Representatives 1965 through 1976; and a member of the Illinois Senate 
from 1976 to 1980; and a member of the United States House of Representatives from 1980 until 1983; 
and 

WHEREAS, on April 22, 1983, Harold Washington was elected to the Office of Mayor of the City of 
Chicago, thereby, making him the first African-American to be elected to that position and he was re¬ 
elected in 1987. His tenure in the Office of Mayor had many historical implications; the election and the 
challenges of his administration have been the subject of numerous books, essays and articles in 
newspapers, magazines and scholarly journals; and 

WHEREAS, Mayor Harold Washington has left a legacy of programs and accomplishments that have not 
been surpassed and some of which have been adopted nationally; and 

WHEREAS, Mayor Harold Washington issued Executive Orders ordinances that became models for the 
country’s urban cities including advisory commissions on the affairs of Latinos, women, and Asians; 
Ordinances on affirmative action in employment and procurement, tenants’ rights, campaign finance 
reform Freedom of Information and South African divestiture; and 

WHEREAS, Mayor Harold Washington issued the first General Obligation Bonds to be used for the 
redevelopment of the City of Chicago's neighborhoods aging infrastructure; and 
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WHEREAS, Mayor Washington promulgated a linked development program that required development 
dollars to be spent in the neighborhoods when they are spent in the Central Business District; and 


WHEREAS, as Chainnan of the U.S. Conference of Mayors, he put forth an agenda for the re¬ 
development of the inner cities, beginning a national dialogue on race relations; and 


WHEREAS, in June of 1983, Mayor Harold Washington organized the first parade held in honor of 
veterans of the Vietnam War and a national newspaper article stated, ”The image of Mayor Harold 
Washington and General Westmoreland in the reviewing stand, saluting the Vietnam War veterans of all 
races, genders and nationalities was a sight to behold"; and 


WHEREAS, Mayor Harold Washington instituted a public policy and practice of fairness and equality for 
all of the citizens and communities. This attitude was made clear in his first inaugural address on April 
29, 1983, he said, “1 hope to be remembered by history as the Mayor who cared about the people and who 
was, above all, fair"; and 


WHEREAS, Mayor Harold Washington died tragically and suddenly in office November 21. 1987, 
leaving the entire City of Chicago wracked with grief for many days. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board of Commissioners does hereby 
declare April 25, 2001. as “Harold Washington United States Commemorative Stamp Day” in Cook 
County and urge all its citizens to be cognizant of the contributions of Mayor Harold Washington, and to 
write the United States Postal Service's Citizens' Stamp Advisory Committee urging them to issue a 
Commemorative Stamp in honor of Mayor Harold Washington; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that a suitable copy of his Resolution be sent to the United Stales Postal
